H ACKNEY’S 

Youth Parliament

cent of Hackney’s 1 1 to 
19-year-olds - as election 
fervour gripped schools 
borough-wide.

Parliament (HYP) 
elections took place as 
part of Local Democracy

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A measured 
approach in 
uncertain times 


THE global financial uncertainty has had an impact on 
numerous Councils around the country who invested money 
in failed Icelandic banks causing concern they may have to 
cut services or increases tax rates. 

I want to reassure residents that Hackney Council has no 
investments in Icelandic banks and its financial position 
remains strong, despite the global financial uncertainty. 

The Council has not taken out any new borrowing for six 
years and has taken a 
measured approach to 
investments - making any 
new, short-term deposits in 
Government funds. 

While the returns are not as 
high, it does means that your 
money is secure when other 
local authorities are facing 
considerable losses. 
Hackney’s element of the 
Council Tax has been frozen 
for the past three years, with the expansion and 
improvement of services paid for through greater efficiency. 

I will press the Council to keep this tight control on its 
finances, so it continues to deliver the services people said 
were most important to them, while holding costs down. 
That means focusing on things such as improvements to 
street cleaning, tackling fly tipping and graffiti, providing 
more youth services and help for disabled people and their 
carers. 

When times are harder, local services become even more 
important to people’s quality of life. So, however long the 
current global economic problems last, it is vital the Council 
continues to be on your side.

A MAN’S life was 
saved and others 
have a chance of a 
better future thanks 
to a recent push by the 
Council’s Drug and Alcohol 
Action Team (DAAT). 

Over the past six months, 
outreach workers have 
been offering vulnerable 
street drinkers practical 
information on the support 
available to them. 

During one session, a 
seriously ill man was taken 
to hospital for life-saving 


treatment; 1 8 others are 
also receiving help, 
including entering 
rehabilitation to address 
their alcohol dependency. 

A further 40 people were 
referred to services that can 
address their housing and 
health care needs. Many 
had their first ever health 
checks, and some were 
treated for serious 
conditions like tuberculosis. 

One street drinker, ‘John’, 
was struggling to come to 
terms with the death of his 
wife. The DAAT gained his 
trust and he entered a 
residential rehabilitation 
programme in a bid to 
rebuild his life. 


Cllr Alan Laing, 
Hackney’s Cabinet Member 
for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“It’s not a situation which 
can be solved with a one 
size fits all approach or 
enforcement alone. To 
create a long-term solution, 
the root causes, which 
obviously vary from person 
to person, need to be dealt 
with.” 

The DAAT worked with 
police, as well as Transport 
for London officers. Chief 
Inspector Dave Stone said: 
“By working in 
conjunction with our 
partners we are able to 
target those individuals 
who need support and

treatment. This has also 
had the effect of reducing 
anti-social behaviour and 
public nuisance associated 
with street drinking, thus 
improving the quality of 
life for local residents.”

I T was after reading an 
article in the New 
Scientist in 2003 that 
Jo Homan’s life 
reached a major turning 
point. 

She had given birth to 
her first child two years 
earlier, and the magazine’s 
discussion of terrible 
environmental damage 
made Jo realise how badly 
he could be affected if 
things didn’t change. 

So she quit her job and 
started volunteering for 
Greenpeace. Responding 
to an advert in Hackney 
Today, she also signed up 
as a Green Champion, a 
Council scheme that brings 


like-minded people 
together to promote the 
environmental message 
across the borough. 

It had been a long 
journey from Jo’s happy 
childhood, ‘playing in her 
hippie parents’ allotment’ 
in Leatherhead. She moved 
to London in 1990, after 
graduating from 
university, and helped set 
up a women’s radio 
station, based in Kingsland 
Road, before training as a 
teacher. 

She taught in Tower 
Hamlets for several years, 
before a spell as a 
receptionist at an IT firm, 
where she met her second 
husband. The IT firm 
didn’t last and the couple 
took redundancy. They 
spent a few pivotal months 
enjoying a slower pace of 


life, starting to notice 
nature and enjoying 
seasonal changes. 

In 2006, Jo came up with 
the idea of a festival to 
bring people together and 
to promote the green 
cause. With support from 
the Council, Be ReCreative 
was born, and has gone 
from strength to strength. 

This summer over 3,000 
people flocked to London 
Fields to enjoy a festival 
celebrating everything 
from cycling to 
composting and organic 
food to recycling. 

Jo’s second child was 
born in 2006, but she 
remains an active member 
of Greenpeace and goes 
climbing to prepare for 
protests. 

Her family have also 
made many lifestyle

changes to be more 
environmentally friendly, 
including using a green 
energy supplier, 
baking and 
freezing their 
own bread, and 
buying food 
staples in bulk. 

They take the 
train for holidays, 
even to Europe, 
and enjoy house 
swaps, rather than] 
staying at hotels. 

Their long-term 
plan is to move to 
an ‘intentional 
community’, in 
Devon where the 
green cause is a 
way of life, but Jo 
says one of the 
things she enjoys most 
about Hackney is the 
range of people. 

Her advice for those 
who are considering a 
greener route is that it is a 
more rewarding way of 
life. 

She said: “Even if it is 
time consuming, it feels 
good to take 
responsibility for your i 
impact on the world. 

“And, like anything, 
once you have made the 
changes in your routine it 
becomes easier. On a day 
to day basis, if something 
is repeated then it makes 
sense for it to be re-usable 
and eco-friendly.”

Top ten tips to help make a difference: 


1 . Turn your thermostat down. Reducing your room temperature by 1 °C could cut your heating bills by up to 1 0 
per cent, saving around £40 per year 

2. Is your water too hot? Your cylinder thermostat doesn't need to be set higher than 60°C/1 40°F 

3. Close your curtains at dusk to stop heat escaping through the windows 

4. Always turn off the lights when you leave a room 

5. Don't leave appliances on standby and remember not to leave equipment like mobiles on charge unnecessarily 

6. If you're not filling up the washing machine, tumble dryer or dishwasher, use the half-load or economy 
programme 

7. Only boil as much water as you need (but always cover the elements of an electric kettle) 

8. A dripping hot water tap wastes energy, so fix leaking taps and make sure they're fully turned off 

9. Use energy saving light bulbs. Just one can save you £1 00 over its lifetime - and they last up to 1 2 times

THE time of year has come 
for fallen leaves and carving 
Halloween pumpkin faces - 
but after brightening up our 
streets, gardens and 
windows for a short spell, 
most are left to rot or 
thrown in the bin. 

You can make the most of 
your leftovers and reduce 
waste by making some 
delicious pumpkin soup out 
of the flesh you scrape out. 
If that seems like too much 
effort, the 


seeds and scraps of waste 
pumpkin can be recycled in 
the Council’s Blue Bin 
collection scheme, and when 
your lantern has served its 
purpose, add that too. 

If you have a composting 
bin, you can also put your 
pumpkin leftovers in it, 
along with any fallen leaves 
from your garden. If you 
don’t, follow these easy steps 
to create the perfect leaf 
mould. It shouldn’t take 
more than 15 minutes: 

• Take a black bin liner and 
make some holes in the 
side and bottom 

• Rake up fallen leaves and 
place them in the bag 

• When almost full, 
sprinkle with water, 
shake and tie 

• Store in a shady spot, 
or in your garden shed 


Ingredients 


• By the following 
autumn, the 
leaves will have 
rotted down into 
a rich, crumbly 
mixture, which 
can be used as a 
mulch on flower 
beds and around 
the base of plants. 

Leaf mould is 
suitable for all types 
of soil, reduces the 
need for peat, and 
provides free, organic 
matter that can also be 
used in seed and potting 
mixes. Alternatively, you can 
recycle your leaves using the 
Brown Bin garden waste 
scheme in participating 
areas. They will be sent for 
composting and used on 
Hackney’s parks and green 
spaces.

TIME is running out to apply for the latest round of 
Government funding for projects created by and for 
young people in Hackney. The Government’s made 
nearly £340,000 available to the borough’s teenagers 
through the Youth Opportunity Fund (YOF) and the 
Youth Capital Fund (YCF) in 2008/09. The Council 
administers the money, but young people are 
represented on the panel that assesses applications 
and makes funding decisions. So far £1 56,237 has 
been allocated to 1 9 projects across the borough. 
Here’s an update from some panel members. 


projects, vocational training, 
expeditions, residential, 
events, sports and 
educational workshops. 

Recently, it paid for over 
150 young people to see the 
acclaimed play Gone Too 
Far! at Hackney Empire. 
Suleiman and Leroy said: 
“The show was about two 
brothers who grew up in 
two different countries and 
how, now they were 
together in London, they 
learnt to deal with their 
differences. It explored 
people’s cultures and search 
for identity. 

“We thought a lot of 
young people would get 
something out of the show 


and decided to use the 
YOF to fund the trip.” 

Panel members have also 
been gaining new skills and 
qualifications. Kelly-Louise 
said: “We have just 
completed Youth Bank 
OCN accredited training in 
decision-making and grant- 
making. We looked at 
different decision making 
styles and worked out our 


administration of the YOF, 
visits to projects and 
planned an upcoming 
celebration event. Over the 
weekend our group didn’t 
forget to have fun. Activities 
included archery, football 
and a rave night.” 

The YOF can be used to 
buy small items, however, if 
you need more expensive 
equipment, you will need to 
apply for the Youth Capital 
Fund.

T HE man in charge of 
the nation’s health 
visited Homerton 
hospital this month 
to get first hand experience 
of an innovative system 
designed to measure patient 
feedback. 

Secretary of State for 
Health, Alan Johnson, 
visited a number of wards 


and spoke to patients who 
have been using the 
experience tracker devices, 
which were introduced by 
the hospital last year. 

The system allows 
patients to give their views 
on a wide range of topics 
including dignity, privacy 
and staff attitude. 

They simply use an 
electronic keypad to 
respond to questions which 
are available in a range of 
languages.

Making headway in and out of the office 


A CYCLE ride of a lifetime 
raised £15,000 for charity 
Headway North London, 
which supports brain injury 
survivors. 

The eleven cyclists, which 
included charity staff and 
their friends, cycled from 
London to Paris, a total of 
300 miles, in four days. 

Chris Hickman, one of the 
riders who took part, had 
special cause to celebrate. 
Eight years ago he suffered a 
brain injury while cycling in 
London. The ride was a 
chance to prove to himself 
what huge strides he’s taken 


in his recovery, and to raise 
money for the charity that 
helped him rebuild his life. 

The team topped their 
target, raising a total of 
£15,000. They were brought 
together by SweetTree 
Home Care Services, a 
community based agency 
dedicated to helping the 
charity develop its services. 

Closer to home, Headway 
East London’s new day 
centre in Kingsland Road 
was officially opened by 
David Minns of the 
Bradbury Foundation, 
which donated £180,000 


towards the charity’s 
relocation from Mildmay 
hospital in Shoreditch. 
Headway met the £70,000 
balance of the move 
through grants and events. 

The new centre has its 
own gym, with a neuro 
physiotherapist and an 
exercise therapist; an IT 
suite and art studio where 
some 100-plus weekly 
members produce their own 
newsletter. Counselling, 
music therapy, cranio sacral 
therapy, yoga, outreach and 
family support are also 
available.

Past pleasures 


By Sally England 

T HE Eagle pub in 

Shepherdess Walk - 
not far from City 
Road - is often 
associated with the nursery 
rhyme Top Goes The 
Weasel’. 

It is said that workmen 
‘popped’ (pawned) their 
‘weasel’ (either a large 
turnip-shaped watch, or in 
Cockney rhyming slang, a 
‘weasel and stoat’ - coat) to 
pay for drinks. Whether or 
not this is true, the Eagle has 
a long history as a place of 
popular entertainment 
dating back almost 300 
years. 

The first pub on the site 
was the Shepherd and 
Shepherdess built in the 
1700s. Attached to this, 
were pleasure gardens - an 
extremely popular form of 
entertainment for people 
from all walks of life, 
offering refreshments, 
concerts, zoos, and places 


to see and be seen, although 
the Shepherd and 
Shepherdess gardens were 
quiet compared to the great 
London venues such as 
Vauxhall Gardens. 

In the 1 820s, under the 
ownership of Thomas 
Rouse, the site was 
transformed into the Eagle 
Tavern, the lawn of which 
hosted stick fights, wrestling 
and balloon ascents. 

In the 1830s, a Grecian 
saloon was added, hosting 
concerts ranging from 
religious Lenten 
performances to grand 
operas, alongside conjuring 
acts and ‘the lady on the 
elastic cord’. The redesigned 
garden had an Oriental 
orchestra and was adorned 
with Chinese lanterns, 
fountains, and ‘cosmoramas’ 
- carefully lit realistic 
pictures viewed through 
magnifying lenses. 

Dickens describes the 
gardens in his ‘Sketches by 
Boz’ when Samuel Wilkins 
takes Miss Jemima Evans for 


services took the place of 
bawdy singsongs. 

The old buildings were 
demolished at the end of the 
19th Century when the 
Salvation Army moved out. 
A new Eagle pub opened in 
1900 and still stands today, 
its crowning eagle thought 
to date from Benjamin 
Conquest’s time. A last relic 
of the pleasure garden 
survives as the pub’s beer 
garden, but the site is now 
mostly covered by a police 
station. 


an evening at the Eagle, 
much to her delight, 
although the trip ends in a 
scuffle. 

Benjamin Conquest 
succeeded Thomas Rouse in 
1851 and introduced ballets, 
pantomimes, music hall acts, 
and sensational dramas to 
the Eagle. His son George 
opened a new Grecian 
theatre in 1877, before 
selling the property to a Mr 
T.G. Clark in 1879, but the 
great days of the Eagle were 
over. Clark was an 
inexperienced manager, plus 
tastes were changing 
and the venue had 
gained a rather 
disreputable 
name. In 1882, Clark sold 
the property to the Salvation 
Army, so abstinence replaced 
alcohol, and religious

School run’s ditching cars

MANY more children 
are getting to school by 
bike, on foot or public 
transport than they did 
just three years ago, the 
latest figures reveal. 

Transport for 
London’s (TfL) 


research suggests that 
school travel plans have 
helped reduce car 
journeys by 6.4 per cent 
- equivalent to 
3.3million less car 
journeys every year. 

The plans see each 
school develop a written 
document that outlines 
practical steps to help 
pupils travel safely in a 
way that benefits the 
environment and their 
own health. 

By next year, all the 
capital’s schools are due 
to have a travel plan in 
place. It is estimated 
that this will result in six 
million fewer car 
journeys on London’s 
roads - reducing C02 


emissions by 3,803 
tonnes every year. 

David Rowe, from 
TfL’s Smarter Travel 
Unit, said: “Cutting the 
number of cars doing 
the school run helps cut 
local pollution and 
congestion as well as 
working more exercise 
into many children’s 
routines. Travel plans 
encourage schools to 
choose solutions that 
are best for them - 
whether that’s a walking 
campaign or a car 
sharing programme.”

New fine’s only fair 

FARE dodgers will be given a 
£50 penalty next year if 
caught without a valid ticket 
for their journey. , 

From the 1 1 January, the fine 
will increase from £20 on 
buses, Tubes, DLR and 
London Overground. It is 
hoped the move will be a 
greater deterrent to fare 
evaders, who cost Londoners 
£70million a year. TfL will also 
offer an early payment incentive, 
which will reduce the fine to £25 
if it is paid within 21 days. 

Steve Burton, Tfl’s Director of Community Safety, 
Enforcement and Policing, said: “We know that our honest, 
fare paying passengers feel angry when they see others 
not paying for their journey and this should reassure them 
that we are tackling this issue head on.” 

En route to extra buses 

THE number 30 bus has been awarded a two-year 
contract extension with East London Buses. 

Proposals have been made to increase the frequency of 
the service, from Hackney to Marble Arch, so it runs every 
eight minutes all day, rather than just at peak times. 

There are also proposals that the number 8 and N8 buses, 
which runs through Shoreditch, should terminate at Oxford 
Circus rather than Victoria. The withdrawn section would 
be replaced by extending another route. 

From 2 November the number 78, which runs from 
Shoreditch High Street to Nunhead, will increase from six 
to eight buses per hour, during off-peak weekdays and 
Saturday shopping hours, and from four to five buses an 
hour in the evenings and on Sundays. Send comments on 
these proposals to: stengagement@tfl.gov.uk by 7 
November. 

Watching out for each other 

A SAFETY campaign has been launched by TfL, urging 
cyclists and motorists to watch out for each other. 

The campaign tagline is: It’s easy to miss what you’re not 
looking for. Look out for cyclists. 

It will be screened before some of the autumn’s most 
anticipated films including the new Bond adventure 
Quantum of Solace. The message will also be promoted in 
print and online, following a 
number of fatal cycling accidents in 
London in September. 

This year, TfL has distributed 
1 0,000 free Fresnel lenses to 
freight companies. The device can 
be attached to the left-hand wing 
mirror, allowing drivers a clearer 
view in what would normally be a 
blind spot. 

It is also investing £3million in 
cycle training in 2008/09. For 
further details visit:

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy 
of Water House - an eco-friendly restaurant alongside the 
Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

As with Water House menus, all the recipes in this column 
use environmental principles to inspire you to cook good 
food, and care about the planet. This week the recipe is 
from Executive Chef, Arthur Potts Dawson. 




Seared mackerel with french * eparation time O 

30 mins 

bean, cauliflower, anchovy, Cooking time ^ 

caper & potato salad 10 mins ^ 


Ingredients 

• 6 large fresh mackerel; filleted and pin-boned 

• freshly ground cardamom 

• a thumb-sized piece of fresh horseradish, peeled 

• 1 kg new potatoes, washed 

• 300g cauliflower, cut into florets 

• sea salt and fresh black pepper 

• 300g french beans, topped and tailed 

•12 salted anchovy fillets 

• 20g salted capers, soaked for 30mins 

• salad dressing made with olive oil, white wine 
vinegar and Dijon mustard 

Method 

• For the salad, cook the potatoes gently in a pan 
until perfectly cooked. Which means bringing 
them to the boil then cooking them slowly until 
they are just right. Drain well. Put the 
cauliflower into a large pan of boiling, salted, 


filtered water and cook for about 4 minutes, 
then add the beans and cook until just soft, 
about another 6-8 minutes. Drain these well. 

• Meanwhile prepare the salted anchovies. 
Rinse them under cold running water to 
remove the salt. Lay skin-side down on the 
work surface and gently remove the spines 
and the heads. Pat dry and use immediately. 
To prepare the salted capers, drain well after 
soaking and pat dry. 

• Arrange all the salad ingredients on a large 
serving dish. Sprinkle with the dressing. 

• Lay the mackerel fillets on the work surface, 
flesh-side up, grind some cardamom over, 
and then finely grate on the horseradish. 

• Season lightly with salt and pepper. Pan-fry, 
skin-side down, over a medium heat for about 
8-1 0 minutes, which should cook the fish all 
the way through. Turn over for a further minute 
or fwo, then arrange on top of the salad. 


Top tip: I have a pepper mill specially reserved for cardamom seeds, which I grind over 
the top of this mackerel to give it a unique flavour. What you do is crush the cardamom 
pod in your fingers, then empty the little black seeds out, put them in your mill and 
grind away. 


Water House is a social enterprise that trains 
local people in the ethos of eco-friendly best 
practice in the restaurant industry.

Generally they can help with Council related 
matters, but if the issue is the responsibility 
of another person or organisation, they can 
often point you in the right direction and tell 
you who you need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - illustrated in the 
map opposite.
